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and pearl ashes — iiilrplaad on the two 
former, and on toWacco. Besides 
these, and an addiiianal duty on 
hemp, ive are to have no fresh taxes 
in this country. The one on to- 
bacco will be severely felt by the 
poor. Ireland has borrmved 7| mil- 
lions, but England becomes security 
for 4|i and for this boon great credit 
is taken for liberality, while the 
fact really is that front the failure in 
the duties on the imports of last year, 
and tiie unprodtvctiveness ot" the ncivv 
taxes, this country manifests that 
it is incapable o( bearing additional 
taxation at present, or that new 
taxes could be laid on with any 
prospect of increasing the revenue. 
The duty on cottorr-wool will be 
severely fell both in Great Britain 
and' Ireland, in the present depres- 
sed state of the cotton uianufaclure*. 
But it is a continuation of (he un- 
wise policy, which produced the or- 
ders in council. In the eaj^erness to 
annoy neutrals, great injury may be 
»!oue to (lur maiuifacturing interests. 
The Duke of York has been res- 
tored to the office of Commander in 
Chief. It is to be regretted that the 
Prince Regent has contravened that 
popular sentiment which occasioned 
the Duke formerly to resign afier the 
investigation of his conduct in pariia- 
menl. But such often is the eftect 
oftiie intrigues of courts, and of the 
compromises for gaining support. 
IIow often is honour thus baitercd !

PARLIAMENTARY REFORM. 

Declaration cf the Livery of London^ May 5d^ 
\ 81 1, at ills public Dinn.r. 

" That towards the close of the Wijust 
and calamitous war with our fellow-sub- 
jects in America, it was declared by the Li- 
very of London in common hall. ' That 
our excellent constitution appealed in no 
circumstances more grievously defaced, 
than in the unequal representation of the 
people in parliament, which continual ex- 
perience had proved to be no less produc- 
tive of calamities to this country, than de- 
predatory to the rights of Englishmen.' 

*' That about the same period similar 
declarations were made bv numerous pub- 
lic meetings throughout the country as well 
as by the most disinterested and enligh- 
tened statesmen of the time, who predict- 
ed a continuance and an increase of natio- 
nal grievances and calamities, unless a spee- 
dv reformation were effected in the repre- 
sentation of the people in parliament. 

" That since that period, the same hate- 
ful system has been pursued — the same 
pernicious influence exercised- and wide- 
ly extended — frequent and daring viola- 
tions of the law and constitution com- 
mitted — the best blood and treasure of the 
nation profusely wasted — ^the public bur- 
dens enormously increased — a depreciat- 
ed paper currency establisUed, wViiih haa
